N ew Y ork, Ju ly 13.h.—The sudden inter­

Any other way than 
in his nomination i f escaping the many dif­ 
ficulties that the National Democracy will 
have to encounter at their next Convention 
iu the selection of a candidate on whom all 
factions of the party could cordially unite, 
would be almost impossible, in view of the 
numberless rival aspirants, while the adop­ 
tion of a platform on which they could all 
agree would be equally difficult; but with 
the “ old ticket ” in the field, riva! candidates 
could at least console themselves with the re­ 
flection that they have all been treated im­ 
partially.

The Sroll Law anil Retail Dealers. 
C h ic a g o , July 
13th.— One 
interesting 
question, brought up by the passage of the 
Scott law taxing the retail of liquors in Ohio, 
has beeD, “ W ili the tax reduce the number 
df saloons ?” The general theory has been 
that it would reduce a certain number, but in 
Hamilton county the experience 
at the 
County Treasurer’s office, where taxes are 
paid, is quite the contrary, according to a 
Cincinnati correspondent. 
The Treasurer 
savs he has not the means of giving tho exact 
fisUre?, hut he estimates that already more 
than 2,290 have paid the tax, which is not 
more than twenty short of the nnmber of 
saloons in operation last year, when beer was 
not taxed. The amount of tax received to 
date_ is $402,000 in Hamilton county, oncside 
of Cincinnati, and has already been sufficient 
to obviate the necessity of raising the levy 
for the Connty Poor House Fund. The num­ 
ber who have paid $200 for selling beer and 
spirits is about 1 800, which leaves little mere 
than 400 selling beer only, and paying $100. 
Many are still coming to th9 Treasury daily 
and paying their taxes for fractions of the 
year. 
This indicates either that n*w saloons 
are starting or old ones that have stopped 
are starting np again. 
Mob Law tn Texas. 
A ustin, July 13th.—Governor Ireland has 
received a letter from five colored persons of 
Marion county, complaining of the recent 
lynching cf two negroes, alleged to have been 
guilty of raping a white woman in that coun­ 
ty. The letter says several young men had 
been likewise lynched, and that the County 
Jndga and county officers would not protect 
them from lynch law. They appeal to the 
Governor for protection, and threaten to 
take the law into their own hands if their de­ 
mand is not complied with. 
The Governor’s 
reply regrets that the law was not allowed to 
have full swing, recommends that a specific 
appeal be made ^to the law for redress, and 
promises that if an appeal is made the 
Executive will endeavor to see it is not im­ 
peded with,

Ocean Beach (N. Y.), July 13tb.—A revere 
storm, accompanied by fcail and lightning, 
passed over Ocean Beacli last night-. 
A large 
barn was demolished by the gjle and several 
houces unroofed. 
Hai'stonea fell as large as 
walnuts, and many windows were broken. 
Chicago, July 13th.—Specials from vari 
ous points in southern Iowa, northern Mis­ 
souri and western Illinois indicate an unusual 
amount of aerial disturbance. In Les county, 
Iowa, a cyclone thiB afternoon swept a rai;- 
way train off the track and probably fatally 
injured two passengers, badly hurting six 
others, together with the conductor and 
brakem&n. 
A t Ashbume the depot was 
hurled acrrsi the track and the station agent 
badly hurt. A heavy hail-storm passed near 
Burlington, doing gieat damage to tl.e crops.

fields are laid completely bare. 
Alton, III., 
and vicinity was much damaged by the toc- 
nsde. 
A church was unroofed, and the City 
Hall struck by lightning. 
St, L ouis, July 13th.—At six this evening 
a heavy wind and rain atoim passed over this 
city, doing considerable damage on land and 
river. The tow-boat Charley Bowen, with 
the barge Redwing, was blown from her 
moorings at the foot of Buchanan rtreet 
across the river, and driven ashore above the 
bridge. She is sunk, and her bows stove íd. 
The barge struck one of the piers cf the 
bridge aud sunk. She was valued at $3,000 ; 
incured for $2.500. The propeller Nagatacho 
and a canal-boat belonging to Chicago were 
blown from one of the lumber yards in the 
northern part of the city across the river. 
Both landed sab-ly at Venice, 111. A raft 
containing 930,000 feet of boards, and a raft 
of logs of half a million feet, were driven 
from their moorings, and fl >ated down the 
river. The lumber raft struck the bridge and 
broke in four pieces. 
Five men were on it, 
aud narrowly escaped drowning. Three tugs 
and a tow-boat were sent after the rafts. The 
damage in the city consists of unroofing of 
tbe Missouri Pacific freight house and the 
blind asylum, and numerous minor injuries.

Some Chi- 
reee women, three with children from 10 to 
19 years of age, wero led away by one Bing 
Ling, who intends to sl ip them over the 
Sound as the wives of Chinamen alreadv 
there.

The practice of feeding whey to cows in 
Herkimer connty, which a friend inquires 
about, proved injurious to oheeso and baa 
been discontinued. 
Too much attention cannot bo paid to 
regularity in the care of stock. 
Any de­ 
lay beyond the usual time of feeding or 
milking makes the animal uneasy. 
Iowa expeota to raise 200 000,000 bushels 
of corn and 22,000,000 bushels of wheat 
this year, and the oat crep promises to be 
the largest known. 
Iowa is great on rais­ 
ing wheat, com and Republicans. 
The Oroville Mercury says that "one 
field of grain near Kelson Station, thrashed 
last week, yielded thirty-nine bushels to 
the acre. 
Evidently it was not injured to 
any extent by the blighting winds from 
the north.” 
N. B. Dudley, of Logan county, Ivy., 
says an Eastern exchange, has a Holsteiu 
heifer which dropped a bull calf on the 
10th of May, which at ten days old weighed 
110 pounds. 
The cow gives forty-five 
pounds of milk per day. 
Dr. Maxwell T. Masters writes that he 
has otten seen the experiment tried of 
thinning potato tops by pulling out all the 
smaller stems, leaving only two or at most 
three of the stronger ones to the hill, and 
never knew an instance where the result 
was not larger tubers and frequently a 
j heavier total crop. 
A great deal of growling was done some 
years ago about foxtail grass taking the 
country, but foxtail is of some account, as 
stock will eat it when green. 
Now, how­ 
ever, a new grass has appeared in Califor­ 
nia which is too much for the foxtail and 
is spreading rapidly. 
This is called pov­ 
erty grass. 
The Colusa Sun says it looks 
like a very rich grass, having a floe, rich- 
looking head, almost a3 large as an ordi­ 
nary bead of club wheat, but no kind of 
stock will eat it. 
It first appeared upon 
the sheep ranges in Tehama county, about 
three years ago, and last year a little of it 
appeared along the foothills in the north­ 
ern part of the connty. 
This year it is 
thick all over the foothill country north 
of Willows. 
It seemed to come all at 
once, so that many believe it to be the 
spontaneous production of the soil. 
If it 
ha3 a seed at all, it is very fine, the large 
heads spoken of being soft and spongy. 
The Texas Wool Grower speaking upon 
the subject of injury to the price of wool 
by the presence of tar or paint upon it, 
says : 
Of late we hear some complaints 
from Eastern manufacturers of the use of 
tar and paint for wool-branding sheep. 
They say it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to remove it all from the fleece, either by 
picking or soonring. 
If this be true would 
it not be well for sheepmen to consider 
this grievance and adopt some other pian 
of marking or branding ? Anything that 
works to the disadvantage of sorting and 
' cleaning wool is to be avoided. 
The wool 
industry of Texas is a source of too much 
revenue to become lessened in any way, 
except by natural causes, such as supply 
and demand. 
If it in necessary' to wool 
brand all, and nothing but tar and paint 
will answer the desired end, how would it 
do to use it on the sheep's forehead instead 
of body ? 
Last summer some of our sheep 
became mixed with a neighboring flock. 
When we went among them to catch ours, 
we were struck with the lavishness with 
which tar had been applied. 
They had 
the initials of the owner’s name on one 
side, and on the other large figures. 
Now 
w’hen this wool reached the manufacturer 
there must have been some little “cussing” 
we imagine. 
This is, however, an excep­ 
tional case of too much branding. 
As 
manufacturers take advantage of every­ 
thing we do, and many things we do not, 
to reduce prices on the staple, it will be 
well to come as near doing things right as 
we can, giving them clean wool and mak­ 
ing them pay for it. 
It is for our own 
B ak e that care shonld be takeu. 
We know of no labor, no recreation, no 
fancy, the pursuit of which is rewarded 
with more unalloyed pleasure than is the 
cultivation of a garden. 
The miser gloata 
no more over his dearest treasure than 
does the gardener over his choice fruits 
and flowers ; 
the picture fancier is not 
more proud of hia wonderous works of art 
than is the florist of his tulips ; nor does 
the owner of rarest gems point them out 
to admiring friends with more of satisfac­ 
tion than does the amateur his best-named 
flowers. 
The picture gallery may boast its 
Rnbens, its Leonardo di Vinci, its Paul 
Potter, but 
the garden-bed will show 
greater wondcis, and yet hold in reserve 
those which are still greater. 
A man goes 
not to hie garden as into a picture-gillery, 
a museum, or a oabiuet—ever to see the 
same thing in the same place. 
Every day 
develops some new claim to his attention. 
Now he finds a new visitor in the form of 
a flower, anon it is a fruit or a vegetable 
which excites remark. 
To-day his crocus, 
carnation and ohryeanthemum are in glory, 
and to-morrow his pic&tees, pinks and pan- 
Bies will outshine the brightest. 
And so 
fruit, vegetable and flower, in their several 
varieties, fellow, in grand and ever-living, 
ever-ohanging procession 
the sure reward 
of toil and trouble, the sweetener of cares 
and the refreshment after anxieties. Would 
he share the delight of that which his 
hands had produced ? 
He needs not the 
society of a connoisseur. 
The high and 
low, the rich and the poor, may all be en­ 
tertained. 
His garden delights all senses ; 
its fragrance, its brilliance, its useful­ 
ness, speak in every tongue and in lan­ 
guage 
never 
misunderstood.—[Thomas 
Miller.

Two weeks after, upon the mound 
which the little two-year-old daughter of 
the injured man had made over the severed 
hand, grew a small fungus like plant in the 
exact shape of a human hand. 
The Ports­ 
mouth (O.) Blade of June 10th, called at­ 
tention to the wonder, and gave a full de­ 
scription of it. 
Hundreds of citizens vis­ 
ited Mr. Soyder to see this freak of nuture. 
All were iuteiested. 
Those who tried to 
understand it were mystified, and the su­ 
perstitions were sure it was some portent 
evil. 
Mr. and Mrs. Snyder removed to 
Comsviile, Louisa 
county, Iowa, two 
months ago, and brought the fingers with 
them, preserved in alcohol. 
C. E. Harri­ 
son, ot the Brady Street Pharmacy, was 
at Cone^viile last week and brought the 
curiosity to Davenport. Mr. Harrison tried 
to prevail upoa Mrs. Snyder to give it to 
the Academy of Sciences, but she has not 
yet consented. 
The fingers are of a dark- 
brown color; the thumb and fingers ap­ 
proach nearly two exact forms, and per­ 
haps the queerest part of it is that the fore­ 
finger is shorter than it should be. 
Mr. 
Snyder lost the forefinger of that hand two 
years before the amputation. 
The little 
tiuger was broken off by accident, and 
shows that the inside of the finger is white. 
Cases are on record where roots and vege­ 
table growth have taken the place and 
shape of buried objects of a perishable na­ 
ture by absorption and growth contempo­ 
raneous with decay, but this was an exte­ 
rior development.—[Davenport (Iowa) Ga­ 
zette.

Munich, the capital of Bavaria, was 
founded by Henry, the “ Lion-nearted,' 
and is located in a sterile and unattractive 
plain on the river Isar. 
Far in the back­ 
ground lie the Bavarian Alps. 
The hand- 
eome buildings and edifices which the ar­ 
tistic taa'e of King L ouíb I. has caused to 
be erected, ae well as the priceless art 
treasures which 
Munich 
contains, has 
placed it oa an equal footing with the 
largest cities of Europe. 
TVe shall de­ 
scribe some of the chief edifices. 
The 
royal residence consists of the old and the 
new palace. 
The exterior of the old pal 
ace has au indifferent appearance, but the 
interior is fail of splendor and luxury. 
It 
contains many statues and curiosities. The 
new palace, or Koenigsban, is richly pro­ 
vided with marble figures and fresco-paint- 
ings, among which are several representa­ 
tions oi the Nibelungsn. 
Tine is the pres­ 
ent royal abode. 
A new wing, called Feat- 
saalban, bnilt in the Venetian style, has 
been add* t) to this palaca. 
I en massive 
columns supports its grand portal. 
On the 
main floor is the magnificent crown-hall, 
containing fourteen colossal bronze statues 
of Bavarian princes, cast after the models 
of Sohwanthaler, and adjoining it are three 
imperial halls equally magnificent. 
In one 
of the imperial chambers stands a gala-bed, 
in the embroidery and adornment of which 
three hundred and nineteen pounds of gold 
were employed. 
Next comes 


THE MAXIMILIAN PALACE 
And the dncal palace of 
Lenchtenberg. 
Tne former has a large collection of draw­ 
ings, miniatures and ivory works; the 
latter a fine picture gallery. 
The Royal 
Academy of Arts an! Sciences has large 
collections of antiquities and objects of 
art, aleo a natural cabinet, including the 
Museum Brasilianum, 
The Bibliothck or 
library, is one of the finest buildings in 
Munich. 
It is built in the Florentine 
style. 
Before its triple portal are the 
statues of Aristóteles, Homer, Hippocrates 
and Thucydides. 
It contains over eight 
hundred thousand volumes. 
The Glyp- 
tothek, or statuary building, has a portico 
supported hy twelve columns and four 
pillars, and on the outside there are colos­ 
sal marble statues, representing historical 
and mythological personalities. 
The old 
and the new Pinakothek (picture galleries) 
have the richest collection of paintings to 
be found is Germany. 
Besides paintings 
they contain cabinets of Grecian and Etru­ 
rian vases, a cabinet of fossils and collec­ 
tions of porcelain paintings, engravings 
(300,000 plates) and drawings of old mas­ 
ters (10.000 leaves). 
The old Pinakothek 
is built in the Roman style, and its main 
portal has twenty-four statues of celebrated 
painters. 
THE ROYAL THEATKF. 
Is the largest in Germany ; it has a grand 
portico aud is bnilt iu imitation of the 
Theater La Seals of Milan. 
A remarkable 
erection is the Propilaen. 
This is a triple 
triumphal arch, built iu the Dorian style. 
Of the churches of Munich I will mention 
a few. 
The Court-ohapel, adjoining the 
royal residence, is bnilt in the Italian-Byz- 
antine style ; its walls have a gilded ground 
and are laid over with colored marble and 
fresco-picture8 of the New and Oid Testa­ 
ment. 
The St. Boniface Church, in Ba­ 
silic form, is an accomplished aud noble 
work of Ziebland; its splendid roof is 
resting upon Bixty-four marble columns. 
This church is also covered with fresco- 
paintings. 
The Church of St. Louis, with 
its fine towers and the celebrated fresco- 
paintings by Cornelius, among which is the 
“ Last Judgment,” is built also in the Ital­ 
ian-Byzantine style. 
The Church of St. 
Peter has many fine paintings from the 
fifteenth century, and sixteen altars. 
The 
Theatiner Church, 
holding 
the 
royal 
family vanltB ; the Caurches of the Holy 
Ghost, of Gar Lady and Michaelshof are 
also handsome structures. 
Muuich has 
some very 
FINE STREETS AND PUBLIC SQUARES. 
Among the public monuments some deserve 
special mention. 
The gigantic bronze 
statue “ Bavaria,” cast upon a model by 
Sohwanthaler, stands on a pedestal thirty 
feet high. 
Through a small door in the 
pedestal yon ascend a stair-case of sixty' 
Btepa to the foot of the coloss, and thence 
another sixty steps through the body, will 
bring you into its head, in which there is 
standing room for thirty persons. Through 
openings in the curls of hair of this mon­ 
ster, a fair view of the city and country is 
had. 
The bight of the giant from the 
soles of the feet to the top of the head is 
sixty-six feet, making ninety-six feet with 
the pedestal. 
The statues of the compos­ 
ers Gluck and Orlando di Lasso, those of 
Chancellor Kreitemayr, of Westearieder, 
the historian, and between them that of 
Prince Max Emanuel, the conqueror of 
Belgrade, Btand on the Promenadenplatz. 
There are also the statues of Maximilian I. 
on the Wittelbacherplatz; that of Max 
Joseph cn the square of the same name, 
and the hundred feet high obelisk in 
bronze, 
A MEMENTO OF THE 30,000 BAVARIANS 
Who, in 1812, followed Napoleon into 
Fiussia, and of which not a sonl ever re­ 
turned. 
The reader will pardon my some­ 
what minute description of Munich, if he 
is told that th8 object jg*a show how little 
we generally know about the many inter­ 
esting and instructive curiosities to be seen 
in hundreds of cities of the world, whose 
names are hardly known to us. 
I might 
describe at some length larger cities, such 
as Berlin or Vienna ; hut here is a city 
with less than two hundred thousand in­ 
habitants, rivaling the greatest capitals of 
J?nrope and the famous classical cities M 
Italy in obj-cts of arts and sciences. 
Life 
is pleasant and cheap in Munich. 
From 
one to two dollars a day will defray ex­ 
penses in a comfortable hotel, equal in 
accommodations to those charging a much 
higher price in other countries. 
One thiDg 
that strikes strangers is the large beer and 
wino-halls. 
There is no comparison be­ 
tween them and those generally seen. 
W ith the exception of some of a certain 
class of those places, the bcer-halls of Mu­ 
nich may be considered regular family re­ 
sorts of a decent and proper kind. 
lie- 
spectable families do not disdain to visit 
them and enjoy a sociable evening. 
There 
are no traces’ of that boisterous and rough 
element too often seen in some countries. I 
have said that Bavarians 


LARGE QUANTITIES OF BEER, 
This is true. 
Bnt it does not imply any 
habits of drunkenness. 
The climate, the 
constitution of the people and the quality 
of the beverage permit the indulgence, 
■which has not shown any bad effects for 
centuries. 
Strong alooholio drinks are not 
taken. 
Iu Europe the customs and pecu­ 
liarities of the different raoes are more 
marked than here. 
The French have their 
cafes, the Germans their beer-halis ; the 
former to take wines and liquors, the latter 
beer and wine. 
What would seem im­ 
proper to the puritanical minds of many 
Americans seems natural and proper in 
other countries, and vice versa. 
There are 
no temperance societies in those countries 
that I know o f ; and, although beer and 
wine are daily used in many families, there 
is no drunkenness perceptible even among 
the lower class.

LOOK F OR STAn’P 


T hat Lakk Taiiob F ish —Tho Carson 
(Nev ) Ap/wal of July 12;h says : Much 
has been said about a fish in Lake Tahoe 
twenty feet long, and it is looked upon a* 
a regular midsummer fish story. 
Numbers 
of persons, however, who have been mak­ 
ing fun of the story now gravely assert 
that they have seen him while out in boats. 
Day beforo yesterday Beveral guests of the 
Grand Central Hotel while out in a boat 
Wow that they had a good view of him 
for at least three miDutes, as he swam la­ 
zily alongside the boat, and are willing to 
make affidavit of the fact. 
Tne parties 
were Itev. W. A. Beers, of Wheatland ; 
Mrs. L. F..Meyers, ot Oakland; John Mey­ 
ers, her son ; T, W. Fielding, of the Equita­ 
ble Life Insurance 'Company; and Miss 
Alice Townsend, of San Francisco. 
It was 
about ha'f-way between the Grand Cen­ 
tral and Idlewild, and some three hundred 
yards from the shore. 
They describe him 
as being fully twenty feet long and as broad 
as the boat. 
This is the first instance 
where the fish has been seen by more than 
one person at a time, aud as no one would 
think of questioning the veracity of the 
parties mentioned, people are beginning to 
take stock in the fish. 


A P r o b le m in F l y i n g . — An interesting 
discussion is at present going on among sci­ 
entific engineers in regard to the flight of 
birds, which has considerable bearing upon 
the flying-machiue question. 
It is a mat­ 
ter of observation that birds, without any 
movement of their outstretched wings, and 
without any apparent muscular exertion, 
are enabled to rise in the air and to move 
laterally even againBt the wind. 
The mo­ 
dus operandi of these movements is a mys­ 
tery, and scientists are trying to discover 
the Becret. 
The roost plausible theory is 
that the wings may be placed in such a po­ 
sition as to divert a current of air from its 
normal course nutil it represents two sides 
of an angle, of which the apex is the hind­ 
er portion of the bird’s body. 
If that be 
the case—say the theorists—there would 
be really two currents of air coming into 
collision at the apex, the result of which 
would be a pressure upon the body of the 
bird at that point, urging it forward with 
force fargreater than on first thought might 
be supposed. The smoothness of the feath­ 
ers in but one direction reduces to a mini- 
mnm all opposition to a forward movement. 
Experiments are now being carried out 
with mechanical contrivances to demon­ 
strate the correctness of the theory, and it 
is stated that the investigators are in a fair 
way to a discovery of the cause of the phe­ 
nomenon, and also to a solution of the fly­ 
ing-machine question.—[London letter to 
Philadelphia Telegraph.

tem pt to shatter the Bible for the last three 
hundred years has not rent asunder or dis­ 
lodged a single doctrine or sentim ent. 
A f­ 
ter its present assailants are all dead their 
fu .eral sermons will be preached from King 
Jam es’s Translation, not one verse om itted 
from tho first page of Genesis to the last 
page of Revelations. 
One would think the 
world would get tired of a bom bardm ent 
of the Bible castle when w ith all their con­ 
centrated fire of three hundred years they 
have not been able to knock out of its walls 
a splinter large enough to m ake th e most 
sensitive eyeball quiver. Oh ! I am so glad 
we are in the arm y which will finally win 
th e day. 
Here and there a repulse may 
come through the perfidy of some officer, 
or the backing out of some traito r in the 
camp ; b ut there are enough of the m onnted 
cavalry of the Krug to ride down a.l oppo­ 
sition and to dism ount the guns of the en­ 
emy.

recipe, which he afterw ards published, and 
by which so many have been assisted to 
reform, is a s follow s: “ Sulphate of iron, 
five g ra ijs ; magnesia, ten grains ; pepper­ 
m int w ater, eleven gTains -, spirits of n u t­ 
meg, one drachm ; to be taken tw ice a 
day.—[Florida Times. 


LADIES' 
GRAB-BAQ 
AND 
GOSSIP. 


T iny pine cones are seen upon new French 
bonnets. 
R utland, V t., elected Miss Isabella M.

If you wish to have the best results in 
eake-baking, alw ays use pulverized sugar. 
N uns’ gray ridiDg-habits, relieved by the 
m erest dash of crimson, appear to be a fa­ 
vorite riding-habit in C entral I’ark this sea­ 
son. 
Spiced plums are delicious. 
To eight 
pounds of plums allow four of sugar, one 
teaspoonful each of cinnamon and cloves, 
one sm all cup of vinegar. 
Cook until they 
are as thick as jelly. 
If yon have occasion to use cloths wet in 
hot w ater about au invalid, do not try to 
w ring them out of the w ater. 
The best 
way to prepare them is to steam them ; 
they can be handled then w ith com parative 
ease. 
A lthough cheap things are not alw ays 
economical by any means, tnrc'norn for the 
bottom of the baby’s short fl ;nnel petticoat 
is a good as well as cheap finish. 
I t will 
wash so m uch better than em broidery th at 
it is very satisfactory. 
Bananas sliced and served w ith ice-cream 
are very delicate and dainty. They should 
be eliced aud have a little powdered sugar 
scattered over them for about an hour be­ 
fore serving. 
Set them ia the refrigerator 
for th a t length of time. 
A good way to warm over cold boiled j 
potatoes is to first chop them , not too tine ; ' 
beat somo b u tter in a frying-pan and p ut ¡ 
the potatoes io. Ju s t a few m inutes before 
takiug them from the fire stir in some well- 
beaten eggs. 
Serve hot. 
For breakfast try this : Take the skin off 
a nice piece cf salt codfish, wash it in sev­ 
eral w aters and lay it on a gridiron to broil. 
I t should be broiled for about tw enty m in­ 
utes, and m ust be turned often to prevent 
burning. 
This is nice for tea also. 
Jenny Lind h»9 one son, an officer in the 
British arm y, and tw o daughters, happily 
m arried. 
She is sixty-three, and is de­ 
scribed as being now exceptionably u n at­ 
tractive in looks ; bu t you forget this when 
she speaks, her voice is so sof; and m elodi­ 
ous. 
Two essential things to be avoided ju st 
now aro the adoption of grotesque and Í 
overloaded hats and bonuets, and the adop­ 
tion of striking contrasts of color in dress 
and m illinery, both of which are. out of 
place and unbecoming to the m ajority of 
women.

Jum bles w hich will keej? a m onth are 
m ade th u s : Oue pound of butter, one pound 
of sugar, tw o pounds of flour, three eggs, 
nine teaspoonfuia of w ater, three of b ak ­ 
ing powder, w ith sslt and flavoring to Euit 
the taste. 
Roll them and bake them in a 
quick oven. 
The effort to introduce !»ce insertions in 
silk-hose has been a total fiilnre, so far as 
m aking a fashion of it is concerned. 
A 
few extravagant women, of doubtful per­ 
sonalty, have exhibited them , but th e m a­ 
jority, even of rich women, discountenance 
them , as distracting rath er than adding to 
the beauty of the foot and its covering. 
The pudding which should in v ariab ly < 
aecomoany a boiled dinner to the table ia |

in hot w a te r; add two slices of stale cake, 
crum bled very fine and mixed w ith the 
m ea l; boil for three hours in a bag ; serve 
w ith a common sour pudding sauce. 
The story is told of Mrs. Croly (“ Je n ­ 
nie June") th a t she was intrusted by her 
m other w ith her entire living ($12 000) to 
invest.

T his and

or a chem isette russe of finest w hite m us­ 
lin em broidered to the colors of the dress. 
W hen a Frenchw om an of fashion de­ 
votes herseif to designing a dress the result 
is sometimes amazing. 
For instance, the 
Vicomtesah de Jange recently presented 
herseif at a private theatrical entertain­ 
m ent in a bodice and train of pearl gray 
brocaded in black velvet. 
The sk irt in 
front was w hite satin, trim m ed a t tho sides 
in perpendicular lines with alternate bands 
of steel beads on black and w hite net, and 
black C hantilly lace. 
The low bodice was 
cut oval a t tho top aud finished off w ith a 
standing net collar em broidered w ith steel 
and fastened w ith two large diam ond b u t­ 
tons ; elbow sleeves of C hantilly lace, with 
w hite satin cockades for epaulettes, steel 
lace rutiles, black velvet throatlet, w ith 
diam ond ecabious.

TWO 
SOULS 
DEFEATED 
IN 
COURT—A 
VERY 
INTERESTING 
CASE. 


A strange case has ju st been decided in 
New Y ork, which agitates legal and church 
circles to an unw onted extent. 
I t has 
aroused the especial anger of the Catholic 
clergy, and not w ithout w hat to us seems 
good canse. 
In one view of the m atter, 
tbe question of liberty of conscience is in­ 
volved, though th a t does not appear to 
have been considered by either counsel or 
C ourt, 
Y et to us it seems to be the real 
issue of law in th e case. M argaret Gilman 
died recently. 
She gave into th e hands of 
a friend before death a sum of money, the 
income of which she directed him to ex­ 
pend for th e paym ent of priests to have 
maases said for the repose |of her soul and 
th a t of her deceased husband. 
H er next 
of kin sued this trustee for an account, 
on the ground th a t the tru st sought to be 
created 
was superstitious, 
and against 


public policy. 
These tw o points the Court 
disposes of at once. 
In this country, 
w here there is no State religion, unlike the 
practice in England, th e C ourts of equity 
w ill not hold such a truet to be supersti­ 
tions. 
N or is it against public policy, 
since the spirit of our institutions and onr 
law s give to each the liberty to do with 
his own as nd will, so long as it is not con­ 
tra ry to law and public policy and is not 
for an immoral purpose. 
B ut, says the 
C ourt, the requisites of a gift were w ant­ 
ing, for there was not a parting absolutely 
w ith the title and control, bu t specific uses 
w ere enum erated to which the money was 
to be applied. 
Is it a charitable use ? 
N o ; for to be such it m ust, under the rule 
governing C ourts of equity, be either for 
the prom otion of science, the teaching 
of useful knowledge, the relief of the 
sick, 
lame, 
or 
infirm, 
or 
poor, 
or 
the 
redem ption 
of 
prisoners, 
or 
the 
erection of churches, 
bridges, ports or 
other public structures. 
A gift m ay cre­ 
ate a tru st th a t will be enforced. 
Now, 
th is trc s t relates, says Jndge Freedm an, 
solely to personal property, and as such 
does not fall w ithin the statu te of usee and 
tru sts of the State of New York, for there 
is no beneficiary, or cestuy que truet in 
existence, or capable of coming into exist­ 
ence who can enforce the execution of the 
tru st, or take under it. 
There was no will 
in this case, and the laws of New Y ork 
provide how the property of an inestate, 
not disposed of by gift before death, shall 
be distributed, and there can be no other 
disposition of i t 
As there was no will, 
and no gift, for the reasons stated, there 
w as no tru st, and the law steps in aud dis­ 
poses of the property. 
An essential ele­ 
m ent in a valid tru st is th a t there shall 
be 
a 
person 
know n to 
the 
law for 
whose 
benefit 
th e 
tru st 
is 
created. 
A C ourt of equity will supply the lack of 
a trustee, but, as is obvious, no power can 
supply the lacking beneficiary. 
A benefi­ 
ciary m ust be either a natural or an artifi­ 
cial person know n to the law, capable of 
coming into existence under the tru st. 
Even if such a one can be identified, the 
law will not require it to be specifically 
nam ed. 
Now, any one capable of taking 
j f in terest in property, may, to the extent 
j£ tia legal capacity, and no further, be 


entitled to tbe benefits of a tru st. 
Here, 
both the beneficiaries are dead. 
They are 
beyond the reach of hum an law. 
They 
cannot enforce th e tru st. 
T heir souls are, 
it íb said, intended as th e beneficiaries. 
B ut the soul of one dead has no legal 
capacity to take an interest in the property 
left behind, nor is th e im m ortal soul 
in 
any 
sense 
subject 
to 
th e 
ju ris­ 
diction 
of 
a 
hum an C ouit. 
A Court 
of equity protects tbe living, and, adds 
the Court, w ith a grim solem nity th a t has 
about it a tinge of hum or, nevertheless, 
“ it cannot extend its jusiBdiction to be­ 
ings which cannot be apprehended w ithir 
the boundaries of the realm .” 
B ut, says 
the Court, aud here comes in by no mana 
the least straDge p art of th e ruling, the 
tru st failed for w ant of a beneficiary, and 
a resulting tru st therefore arises by im pli­ 
cation of law in favor of the next of kin, 
and so to the plaintiiT the defendant m ust 
account. 
T his decision, so far as it holds 
th at there was no beneficiary, is in 
line 
w ith the decisions of the Courts, and is un­ 
doubtedly good law, but we beg to subm it, 
in the laym an’s view, when applied to this 
case, it lacks reason, for in our view there 
was a gift by whioh M rs. Gilman parted 
w ith the legal title to the money, and the 
failure of the condition did not defeat th at 
title, and th a t being so there is no power to 
restrain the holder of the fund from having 
masses said as the doner desired, and from 
paying the altar fees from the money to 
which he had legal title,.a n d equity will 
not raise an im plied tru st for another to 
defeat him. 
Then, too, it is by no meanB 
a frivolous question to ask why th e priest 
who says masses by the direction of the 
donor is not, in one sense, a beneficiary 
under the fund, since the donor directed 
th at to be done which is not immoral, not 
against law, and not opposed to public 
policy? 
W as not this a pious use? 
The 
C ourt says a pious ase is one under a tru st 
f o r ‘‘ the dissem ination of moral or relig­ 
ious teaching, or the prom otion of public 
w orsbip or m orality.” 
Now we subm it 
that, in the C atholic view, the saying of 
masses is an act of public worship, of dis­ 
sem inating religious teaching, and for the 
prom otion of m orality. 
All pnblic prayer 
is worship, w hether it be prayer for the 
dead or th e living. 
The C atholic doctrine 
of purgatory is aB essential a p art of 
th a t religion as is an) other dogma of 
any other religion. 
The institutions and 
laws of this country guarantee to every 
person the right to worship as conscience 
shall dictate. 
T his carries w ith it the 
right of disposing of property for the pro­ 
m otion of th a t worship. 
U nder the Con­ 
stitution of th e U nited States, giving 
these guarantees, th e rules of law th a t 
Judge 
Freedm an 
invokes 
to 
defeat 
the 
desire of 
M argaret 
Gilman 
to 
dispose of her own after death, as she 
m ight have done before death, ehould be 
silent. 
The fundam ental principle upon 
w hich 
this 
G overnm ent 
is 
founded, 
freedom of conscience, is opposed to any 
and all decisions of law under rules de­ 
scended to us from a chancery practice in 
a m onarchy w here a state religion obtains, 
by which the right of one to worship ac­ 
cording to aDy given form not inconsistent 
w ith public policy and m orality m ay be 
defeated. 
The 
policy of th e law ie to 
encourage public worahip, rather th an dis­ 
courage 
it, 
and 
the 
saying 
of 
masses is a form of public worship. 
If 
M argaret Gilm an could direct her friend to 
use money given him by her to build a 
fanciful m onum ent over her grave to her 
memory (and w hich direction the same 
Court holdB to be valid), or to set a painted 
window in a church to her memory, let us 
ask who is the beneficiary under such a 
tru st ? 
A nd w hy shall not the law perm it 
her pious desire to have prayers said for 
tho repose of her soul, since th a t was an 
essential, in her view, to her enjoym ent of 
the right guaranteed her in life under a re­ 
publican form of governm ent, and which 
we m ust be perm itted to say, in our view, 
should be as sacredly respected when M ar­ 
garet Gilman is dead as when M argaret 
Gilman is living? 
W e do Dot w onder th at 
the Catholics of New York are indignant 
at the decision, 
nor th at, through the 
presa of th a t city, they lift their voices in 
protest, for th e 
ruling of 
the 
C ourt 
amounts to this : I t is an arraignm ent of 
the doctrine of purgatory by a C ourt of 
the land, the laws of which guarantee to 
any one to believe in th a t doctrine, and to 
worship, or direct w orship to be performed 
for them , according to th a t belief, living or 
dead. 


THE 
TRADE 
DOLLAR 
SCHEME 


I t has now fully developed th at the p u r­ 
pose of the raid on the trade dollar is in 
th e interest of speculators who have bought 
it up at less th an bullion value and now 
hope to bring about the passage of an A ct by 
the next Congress requiring the T reasury to 
redeem the coin at par. U nder the erroneous 
supposition th a t there is a large am ount of 
the coin held by the laboring classes, the 
Republican Convention of Pennsylvania 
has been induced to favor the redem ption 
scheme by a resolution in its platform . 
This is unfortunate for the Convention, for 
before Congress m eets the details' of tbe 
scheme of the specnlatora will be laid bare 
and the platform m akers will be abashed. 
The New Y ork Post hits tho nail on th e 
head when it declares th a t tb e coin be­ 
came a nuisance long ago. 
To pu t it now 
on a basis of equality w ith the standard 
dollar is to still 
further educate the 
thoughtless in the faith of the “ fiat” capac­ 


ity of the G overnm ent. 
For a m oment let us look a t the facte. 
The coin was issued to accommodate, as 
the equivalent of bullion, the trade w ith 
China. 
I t was, to the extent of $5, made 
a legal tender. 
N early eight years ago 
th at legal t e l l e r value was deliberately 
w ithdraw n. 
In 1S7S the law provided for 
the coinage of the standard dollar of 412} 
grains, and it was m ade a legal tender, 
“ together w ith all silver dollars hereto­ 
fore coined by the U nited States of like 
weight and fineness." 
T he trade dollar is 
420 grains. 
I t is, in fact, the heavier, and 
intrinsically the more valuable coin. N ow, 
say the friends of the repudiated dollar, 
the true m eaning of the A ct of 1878 is th at 
the trade dollar shall be coined and a legal 
tender, 
for 
th e 
greater 
includes 
the 
less, and a 420 grain coin m ast come 
w ithin 
th e 
pnrview of 
the A ct th a t 
provides for a 412} grain coin. 
B ut, as 
has been again and again pointed ont, tbe 
lawful character of the standard dollar 
does not depend on its am ount of silver, 
b ut on the legal tender capacity given it 
by law. 
And thereby is Bhown, beyond 
dispute, th e absurdity of the doctrine 
upon which such a law is based. 
I t is 


leading us, says th e contem porary quoted, 
to a tim e when silver will drive gold out 
of oar m onetary system aB a m easure of 
value. 
W h at Coogress ought to do, it 
concludes, as the K e c o r p - U n io n long ago 
urged, is “ to stop m aking 35 cent dollars ” 
and cease declaring th at, by the hoens 
poens of legislation, they are really 100 
cent dollars. 
The G overnm ent m ight buy 
in the trade dollar at bullion value, the 
same as any other silver for use, b u t to re­ 
store the legal tender valne is b ut to sink 
deeper in the mire into which we are grad­ 
ually settling, and from which “ fiat" 
financiers are striving to lift the country 
by its boot straps, while they are standing 
on its shoulders. 


EIVGULAR 
POSITION 
OF 
PROHIBITION­ 
ISTS. 


I t looks now as if the tem perance people 
of N ew Y ork had concluded to abandon 
their im practicable m ethods and aid the 
authorities in the enforcem ent of the ex­ 
cise law. 
They should be able to clearly 
realize th at a haif-loaf íb b etter than none. 
By standing out w ith stubborn persistence 
for their pet schemo of prohibition, they 
defeat all efforts to m itigate the evils of in­ 
tem perance and to am eliorate the condi­ 
tion of society through restrictive m eas­ 
ures and police regulations* If they will 
earnestly aid the excise officers to ¡success, 
they will have advanoed by th at much 
upon the fort they would storm ; they will 
to th a t extent have educated public senti­ 
m ent to th eir view. 
The same advice ap­ 
plies to the Prohibitionists cf Ohio, 
They 
occupy the moat siDgularly inexcusable of 
positions. 
They have put up a S tate 
ticket, not w ith any hope of electing i t ; 
indeed, they confess th a t it endangers the 
Republican ticket aud entourages the Dem­ 
ocratic candidates. 
The Republicans pro­ 
nounce for the Scott law, because the peo­ 
ple of 
Ohio by an overwhelm ing ma­ 
jority directed its enactm ent, and the 
party w ould have been recreant to its 
principles as the party of progress, reform 
and intelligence, to have arrayed itself 
against a people so m anifestly correct in 
their verdict. 
N ow the Scott law is sim ­ 
ply a police regulation, w ith a clause per­ 
m itting com m unities to restrict liquor sell­ 
ing to the minimum. 
This is based on the 
doctrine of local self governm ent, and is 
the foundation for all local option laws. 
The proposed prohibition am endm ent to 
the Ohio Constitution has been 
taken 
out of politics and relegated to a special 
election. 
N othing, then, but fanaticism 
and stubbornness actuate the Prohibition­ 
ists of Ohio in rnnning an independent 
ticket, which means, perhaps, the success 
of th e D em ocrats, who openly oppose pro­ 
hibition and the Scott law. 
To im partial 
observers, at a distance, the act of these 
tem perance people appeare to be nething 
less than th at of insanity. 
The editor of 
the Kansas Prohibitionist is to go to Ohio 
to engage in th e canvass and keep his party 
together. 
H e had better remain at home 
and atten d to his own affairs, and the P ro ­ 
hibitionists of Ohio should have the cour­ 
age to tell him so, and, if he comes, to 
pack him off, bag and baggage, while they 
devote their energies to secure the success 
of the R epublican tic k et and th e enforce­ 
m ent of the Scott law. 
If they pursue a 
contrary course they will do the cause 
they espouse more harm than th eir b it­ 
terest enemies can accomplish.

The Petalum a Courier (Democratic) de­ 
m ands th e evidence of th e tru th of the 
charges m ade in th e present railroad cru­ 
sade by tb e D em ocratic boeees, and on 
which they base th e dem and for an extra 
session of the Legislature. 
T h at is the 
very last thing in the world they will a t­ 
tem pt to bring forw ard, for an obvious 
reason. 
The Courier asks why th e m er­ 
chants oí San Francisco keep 3ilent. “ Are 
they all cowards ? 
W h at we w ant is light. 
The interest of the whole people is our in­ 
tere st." 
Confessing to entertaining preju­ 
dice against the railroad, tb e Courier ad­ 
m its th a t it is in need of sound reason for 
action.

tru th of the fares and freight question 
would soon be made known and the com­ 
plexity of the problem before the Commis­ 
sion be made m anifest. 
The railroad cor­ 
porations have several tim es, in w riting, 
challenged proof of the windy newspaper 
charges made against them . 
B ut the only 
reply is to rail at C arpenter and H um ­ 
phries for not m aking “ m aterial ” reduc­ 
tions. 
The railroad people, so far from 
defending the acts of the tw o Darned, hare 


very decidedly expressed them selves in 
protest against the reductions. This should 
be considered p retty fair evidence th at 
they are “ m aterial ” reductions. 
B ut we

I t involves, first, an in­ 
justice to the country in displacing one 
who has by experience become th e best 
man for the place, and a second injustice 
to the country in m aking its offices the 
rew ards of w hat is sure to become corrupt 
and dishonest p arty service.” 
In the very 
next paragraph he declares his opposition 
to Pendleton’s civil service reform meaBnre, 
but adds he’d vote for it, if in the Senate, 
to strike a blow a t the spoils system. 
Strange as it may appear before he closes 
the letter, he declares th a t when the next 
adm inistration becomes Democratic, and 
after it has had its tu rn at distribnting the 
spoils of patronage, then “ the tim e, in my 
judgm ent, will have arrived for a new de­ 
parture upon the question of political 
patronage, and for the adoption of a perm a­ 
nent system of low salaries, perm anent 
tenures and choice according to fitness, and 
not political service. 
In other words, the 
thorough abandonm ent of the spoils sys­ 
tem .” H ere is a m an for a bidder’s taste and 
money. 
If the first part of th e letter don’t 


suit, take the m iddle, w hich is of a differ­ 
ent eolor, and if th a t is not to taste, the 
tail-end of the epistle may suit. 
In tru th , 
the Judge faced south by north, and is 
like the chap who saw a pair of eyes in 
the bush, and shot to miss if they belonged 
to his calf, b ut to h it if they were the eyes 
of a deer.

B at it 
is exactly th a t 
proposition which m any people of tbe 
m etropolis 
of 
California 
do 
not 
un­ 
derstand, 
and 
stubbornly 
refuses 
to 
consider. 
H e has been a very super­ 
ficial observer, 
indeed, 
who 
has 
not 
noted th a t instead of acting upon th at 
principle, a 
preponderating 
elem ent in 
our 
chief 
city 
has 
been 
diam etri­ 
cally opposed to it for tw enty years or 
more. 
Its apparent effort has been to 
build the city up at the expense of the 
S tate, upon which her prosperity is de­ 
pendent, instead of developing the inte­ 
rior, th a t she may grow greater as a 
consequence. 
I t has done all it could 
to choke “ the groat arteries of trad e ,” 
to legislate w ith a view to 
local 
im. 
portance and a d v a n ta g e o n ly ; to prevent 
in terio r trade from occupying an inde­ 
pendent position ; to subject the country 
to the burden of m aintaining tbe common 
school system , regardless of population or 
ability ; to boiittle and hum iliate tbe towns 
and cities of the country. 
A nd this has 
continued from tho day her press laughed 
the idea of a Pacific railroad to scorn to 
the day when her baser elem ents drove 
aff righted capital from her doors, and down 
to the present, when a portion of her press 
is persistent in its m isrepresentations of 
interior localities, and can liod nothing in 
them to adm ire or commend, but all to 
contem n and spurn. 
Oí course th e indict­ 
m ent can be lengthened by specific allega­ 
tions, b u t it is not needed, nor is it m ade 
in any spirit of ill-feeling, b u t rath er of 
regret th a t so little sym pathy exietB be­ 
tw een San Francisco and interior local­ 
ities—a fact whioh is early impressed upon 
every visitor, and w hich 
strikes 
the 
thoughtful w ith singular force, since in no 
other S tate is there such a jealous disposi­ 
tion on the part of a chief city m ade m an­ 
ifest tow ard the 8 tate in which her inter­ 


ests so largely reside. 


A 
STRIKING 
COMPARISON, 


The D em ocratio press never tires of 
abusing th e Scott liquor law, and the R e­ 
publicans of Ohio for indorsing it. 
Now 
no one will claim M issouri as a Republican 
State. 
If it is not Dem ocratic it will be 
difficult to classify it politically. 
N either 
is M issouri a tem perance colony. 
No one 
will be so rash as to contend th a t it has 
been noted for enm ity to liquor-drinking 
or selling. 
I t ha» a D em ocratic Legisla­ 
tu re by “ a large m ajority,” and its office­ 
holders, political long-toms and prophets 
are blae-grass D m ocrats. 
Let ns see, 
therefore, w hat th a t S tate has been capa­ 
ble of, compared to Ohio. 
U nder the Scott 
law, in Ohio, liquor-selling is taxed 8200 
per year for sales of spirituous beverages, 
and §100 for sales of vinous aud m alt 
liquors. 
B ut out in VLasouri the Demo­ 
cratic Legislature passed an Act, which 
became a law and is now in force, that, 
compared to Ohio’s Scott law, m akes the 
latter Bink into insignificance. 
In M is­ 
souri the dealer m ust first apply to the 
County C ourt for a p erm it; he m ust have 
the w ritten indorsem ent of a m ajority of 
the taxpayers in his neighborhood ; 
he 
m ust give a bond of §2,000, and each six 
m onths he m ust pay for S tate purposes a 
tax of not less th an §25 nor more than 
§200, and for county purposes not less 
than §200 nor more than §400. 
I t is also 
in Democratio M issouri an offense to give 
away or sell liquor in any q u antity on Sun­ 
day, and the penalty is a fine of from $50 
to $200, and deprivation of the privilege of 
liquor-selling for two years. 
W h at do the 
anti-sum ptuary law Democrats think now 
of th eir M issouri brethren ? 


W h a t is the m atter with Mr. n en ri W atterson? 
He is nut what he was. 
Ever since Mr. Mayor Car­ 
ter Harrison plunged in and smashed the crockery 
at th at Jeffersonian banquet where the then editor 
of the New York World bowed his head and wept 
beneath the table cloth, and Mr. Bayard smiled out­ 
wardly, while he mentally cursed the ifcy his Honor 
the Mayor was ticra, Mr. W. and hie “ Free Trade- 
in-the-P atfonn ” doctrine have been in mourning.

These little recreations quite 
withdrew the subject of this eketch from ids “ free- 
tradc or-ruin " duties. That his retiracy has become 
perm anent is now evident from the fact th at he has 
found a new theme, beside wh'cli biuo grass Democ­ 
racy is as a shadow of the immaterial. 
He has 
turned his attention to Mary Ande-son as an artist, 
and goes into ecstacies over her Galatea, which is 
“abenison—lik eab ab e that opens its wide eyes for a 
moment on the world and leaves it with a sigh ; like 
a Sower th at breathes in fragrance for a day upon 
the earth of which it is n o t; like a grand strain of 
music that floats and throbs at tw ilight, aud sinks 
away into the dim reaches of which we dream , but 
in which we cannot walk,’'e tc ., etc., etc. 
And this 
leads th at unregenerate Norristown Herald to con­ 
tinue the lofty strain, and compare it to the young 
man in lavender pants at a picnic, who sits on a 
custard pie and then fad*» away into solitude for a 
brief period. This sacrilegious travesty upon the 
veteran editor's effort to get away from himself and 
the memories of faded political hoDes, is nothing 
less than infamous, and should be frowned down by 
every poor soul who has clung to the doctrine of a 
national platform tariff d an k , only to find his faith 
shattered at the inomci t of its supposed trium ph. 


Trie San Jose H erald (Democratic) says, referring 
to tbe anti-railroad crusade and the freights and 
fares crazs, “ These im portant m atters cannot be 
settled with a whoop and howl."

TO 
FRUIT-GROWERS. 


Success 
Over Insect 
Fests—New Seed­ 
lings—Etc 
Several papers have published the state­ 
m ent th a t the fruit crop this season will be 
an alm ost entire failure. 
This is certainly 
a m istake so far as th e fru it region of the 
Sacram ento valley is concerned, which 
fact is know n from personal observation 
and oonfirmed by the leading fruit-growers. 
There will be a full yield of some kinds of 
fruit—even a 
large yield— while others 
will be less, and some quite light, bu t upon 
the whole an ordinary or average crop will 
be m arketed. The apricots were som ewhat 
injured, much of the earlier fruit being color 
specked, but the Royal variety in the large 
orchards along the river, in th e vicinity of 
C ourtland and W alnut 
Grove, 
present 
loaded trees of ripe fruit at the present 
tim e, aud much of which is fine. As here­ 
tofore stated, the late frosts killed nearly 
all the fruit in the foothill country, above 
about 1,000 feet altitude, bu t th a t section 
does not y et yield a sufficient portion of 
th e general product of the State, nor the 
shortage in other localities justify auy such 
unfavorable conclusion, or estim ate of fail­ 
ure, as th a t in which m any of our contem ­ 
poraries are indulging. 


A new seedling apricot, propagated by O. 
R. R unyan, of O ourtland, gives promise of 
becoming a very desirable and popular va­ 
riety. 
I t came from a p it of the More- 
park, is far higher colored and of finer 
flavor than th a t variety, and a richer 
golden color than the Royal. I t is consider­ 
ably larger than the latter, as compared 
w ith the tw o growing side by si ie, of same 
age and condition, and ripens a t the saíne 
tim e. 
I t has a high and delicate flavor, 
compared w ith which the Royal is insipid. 
M r. R unyan also has an excellent seedling 
prune raised from a p it of the sm all prune 
D’Agen. 
The size is about the same as the 
Germ an prune, b ut it is not quite as loDg. 
I t was ripe the first week in Ju ly this year, 
m aking it one of the earliest varieties of 
prunes. 
The flavor is good, and it is 
claimed th at the fruit Contains a larger per 
cent, 
of sugar than any other kind of 
prunes y et before the public. This quality, 
together w ith the early tim e of ripening, 
will m ake it a valuable addition to present 
varieties. 


A peculiar disease, if it may be so 
called, has made its appearance in sume of 
the peach orchards along tbe Sacram ento 
river, of which little is know n thus far as 
to cause, and nothing in the way of rem ­ 
edy. 
In fact, it is a question among the 
orchardists, as yet, w hether it is a disease 
of the tree, the effect of some elem ental 
changes in th e soil, or the work of an in­ 
sect. 
W hatever it m ay be, the first ap­ 
pearance is the w ithering of the leaves and 
young fruit nearest the body in the lower 
portion of the top of the tree, after the 
fruit has formed in the early sum m er and 
grown to the size of a th ird to half an inch 
in diam eter. 
T his portion of th e leaves 
and fruit soon drop off, leaving th a t part of 
the top entirely w ithout foliage. 
The next 
year (this is the second season since it was 
first observed) th e portion of the top which 
was thus affected the prior season does not 
put forth any foliage or blossoms, aud the 
work of destruction is repeated by the 
leaves and fruit settings w ithering another 
distance still farther out from tho center, 
and leaving the lower limbs bare as if dead, 
and no foliage upon the tree except upon 
the outer and upper portion of the top. 
Probably the third year will complete the 
work and leave the tree entirely lifeless. 
The effeccs of this new destructive agency 
is thus far quite lim ited, bu t sufficient to 
entitle it to full, prom pt and careful inves­ 
tigation, for it is not a single crop, but the 
orchard itself which is at stake. 
From 
the fact th a t the gum exudes in places 
from the tw igs from which tho leaves have 
thus w ithered aud fallen, th e damage is 
attrib u ted by some to the stinging of an 
insect, but this will probably be found to 
he an error, as the blight, from w hatever 
cause, commences in such uniform m anner 
as to preclude this theory. 
A n insect at 
work at the roots of the tree is much more 
probable. 
I t would be very proper, how ­ 
ever, in investigations concerning it, to as­ 
certain w hether it m ay not be produced 
from the presence of alkali, forced up by 
the Bipago front the river, becoming higher 
on account of the gradual raising of the 
river bottom from continned deposits of 
silt, cr from a vitiated condition of plant 
food in the soil. 
W e shall be glad to re­ 
ceive results of any exam inations upon the 
subject, or of the observations aud eoccln- 
mons of those who m ay have it upon their 
premises. 


SUCCESS AGAINST FRUIT PESTS, 
W . T reat, m anager of th e Oak Shade 
orchards, consisting of about 350 acres, 
near Davisvilie, has had very successful re­ 
sults this eeason in his efforts against the 
pests. 
Tfiere are upon this place about 
tw elve thousand pear trees, which the 
sawfly (of which the larvip is known as 
the green worm), the codling m oth and 
pear slug injured quite severely last year, 
and agaiu commenced upon w ith full vigor 
this spring. 
Mr. T reat made and used tbe 
following wash : T hirty pounds whale-oil 
soap, ten pounds H avana tobacco Btems, 
ten pounds best sulphur, three ponnds con­ 
centrated lye, 
to 100 gallons of water. 
W ith this he began thoroughly spraying 
tbe treeB when the fruit was small, and 
w ithin tw o weeks sprayed the trees th o r­ 
oughly three tim es. 
This placed and left 
so strong a coating or effect from the wash 
upon the fruit and leaves th a t the sawfiy 
and codling moth found no placa accep 
table to deposit their eggs, anu the result 
is th a t both of these peste, and their entire 
progeny, 
have 
disappeared 
from 
the 
orchard, and it is believed th a t not a 
single 
worm y 
pear 
can 
be 
found. 
The remedy thus applied was equally suc­ 
cessful w ith relation to the pear slug, none 
of which can be found upon the trees so 
treated, nor any trace of their work npon the 
leaves. 
Tnese certainly are rem arkable 
and reassuring results over three very dam ­ 
aging fruit and fruit-tree destroyers, and 
all accomplished w ith the Bame remedy 
applied a t the same time. 
The tim e to use th e wash is before the 
fruit is sufficiently large to bend the twigs, 
for then the blossom end of the fruit 
stands upright and catches the wash, re­ 
taining the sulphur, etc., and makes this 
favorite point of the fruit for depositing 
th e egg so strongly im pregnated or coated 
th a t the m oth and fly avoid it w ith disgust. 
Mr. T reat did not, however, neglect the 
use of the bands around the bodies of the 
trees, 
bu t used 
these, and had them 
watched as usual. 
L. I. Fish, of M artinez, reports also in 
the R ural Press successful and interesting 
experim ents for the destruction of the cod­ 
ling m oth by a m ethod com paratively new. 
I t consists of suspending vessels containing 
a m ixture of vinegar, molasses and w ater 
in the branches of th e trees, as a trap in 
which to catch the m oth as it flies in the 
branches to deposit its eggs. 
H e savB : 
I trieil it about six weekB since, and failed to 
catch any, and concluded it would not do ; but oo 
the 20th Instant I hung a can in each of 29 apple 
and pear trees. 
On the morning of the 21st I had 
224 m oths; on the 22d, 174; 23d, 73; 24 th, 111; 
25th, 300 ; 26th, 312 ; 27cb, 378, and this morning 
248, making 1,820 moths in eight days, besides 
quarts of other moths, flies, yellow jackets, etc. 
II neighbors would all join and work at the same 
tim e, could they not nearly, or quite exterm inate 
them iu this way ? or, at least, save the most of 
their apples ar.d pears ? I strain the liquor out of 
the cans into a watering pot, and jar the moths, 
etc., out of tbe dipper strainer into coal oil, through 
which they sink to the bottom, and are surely 
killed. 
I use the same liquor over and over, adding 
to it as it is used up. 
I mix the liquid, one part 
molasses, four parts vinegar and eight or ten parts 
water, and use tin cans holding about a quart. 
I 
hang them on limbs with a wire, filling the cans 
one third to one-half fu.l. Cans without any flange 
or crimping at the top are best, so th at the moths 
will all pour out, as if any arc left in the can they 
arc liable te fly away. 
I have no doubt it would be 
best to put two or three, or more, cans in large 
trees. 
Thi« may prove a very valuable addition 
to other remedies, bu t it is evident th at 
the wash before m entioned is m ush safer 
and far more effectual. 
I t is know n th at 
a single codling m oth lays about 250 eggs, 
and if ahe should lay p art or most of them 
before straying into the can, the exterm ina­ 
tion from this m ethod 
would not be 
m arked.

Twenty-five to thirty 
cents is the ruling price, with scarcely any 
transfers. Hops can now be purchased in 
this city by the single bale for 3C cents cash. 
The latest advices Iron the East is that 
brewers arc only buying in such quantities as 
are needed for immediate use. The highest 
price quoted in New York is 40 cents, and 
that only for a iirst-clsss article. On next 
Monday afternoon the hop-growere of this 
lection will hold a meeting in this city, and 
will prohaiily effect a permanent organiza­ 
tion. The lsBt VV. H. & H. I,e May Report, 
of London, England, says : There is a steady 
retail demand for hops, but still owners are 
anxious, and, without resistance, accept the 
low prices offered, although every order 
placed on the market is a guarantee that 
another brewer has exhausted his stock, 
and mast bny, whatever the price, and 
no brewer would buy at the present prices 
unless oompelled to ; this being the case, why 
the feverish anxiety to quit stocks? as the 
stocks cannot possibly last out until the next 
crops. With regard to the crops there are 
some districts looking very well, but there 
are very uiauy gardens that have a weak ex­ 
hausted appearance, aud other have a good 
sprinkliog of fiy, as many as fifteen on a leaf 
have been found in a garden in Sussex. Al­ 
together it is impossible to grow more than 
£220,001 old clcrv. There is a great deal of 
vermin in the Eivatian hop gardens. The 
Nuremberg market has advanced 20 shillings 
duriog the last week, and stocks are there 
luite used us, and their brewers have yet to 
supply themselves up to the time of the next 
orop. A faw Australian hops have arrived of 
this year’s growth of fair quality, and are now 
on the market at £17 to £20 per cwt. The 
imports of f ireign hops into England last 
week were 87 bales; for the corresponding 
week last 7ear, 484 bales. 
M ktbopoU tan 
T heater. — Edwin F. 
Thorne and wife, supported by a large, well- 
trained and capable troupe, produced before 
a good audience at the Metropolitan Theater 
last evening the melodrama, “ The Black 
Flag.” Mr. Thorne is a pains-taking actor, 
who, by this piay, is presented to good ad. 
vantage. But the burden of the piece by no 
means rests upon him. Its honors are divided 
between Thorne, Hassell Bassett and a lad 
billed ae| Master Woodrnff. Bassett’s char­ 
acter personation was the life of the piay, 
and one of the very best of low comedy parts. 
The role assumed by the boy was played 
wiih a uaturaluess and faithfulness but few 
adult actors attain. It was in every respect 
a precocious performance of broad merit. 
The s mi port was that of good stock acting 
throughout, without being especially brill- 
ism. It was, to be brief, a well presented 
piay. The p;»ce itself is thoroughly sensa­ 
tional, not more overdolored than may be 
pardoned, and one that enlists the sympa­ 
thies of the audience from the outset. It in­ 
troduced -me very novel scene, in which part 
of the action of the drama is in a quarry 
worked by Engli-h convicts, and in this the 
scenery ie new.

W ashington E xcavations.—The Board 
of Supervisors of Yolo county passed an or­ 
dinance this week declaring it to be unlawful 
for any person or persons to excavate or re­ 
move the earth or soil from any lot, street or 
alley within the limits of the town of Wash­ 
ington, Yolo connty, as shown by the map or 
plat of said town, recorded in the Recorder’s 
office of said county, bounded on the north 
by James street, on the east by the Sacra­ 
mento river, on the south by Margaret street 
and on the west by Eighth street, by reason 
of which excavation or removal of the soil 
any artificial depression shall be made to the 
depth of one foot or more below the natural 
surface of the earth extending over an area 
of twenty square feet. The ordinance does 
not apply to covered cesspools or wells. It 
takes effect August 1st. The penalty for its 
violation ie a tine of $500 or six month’s con­ 
finement in the County Jail, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
Congregational Council.—The Council 
of Churches to consider the resignation of 
Kev. Dr Dwinell, will convene at the Con­ 
gregational Church, in this city, next Tues­ 
day afternoon at half-past 2 o'clock. There

Thefirstbookisentitled’ lDjurious Insects 
of the Orchard, Vineyard, Field, Garden, Con­ 
servatory, Household, Storehouse, Domestic 
Animals, etc , with Remedies for their Ex­ 
termination,” being an exhaustive treatise ou 
insect pests, with tee results of many years of 
experimental research and practical experi­ 
ence in economic entomology. The volume 
will contain about 350 octavo pages, and will 
be illustrated wil h nearly 700 wood cuts, and 
also a larve number of fuil-psge plates of 
classified illustrations. 
The table of contents will give a definite 
idea of the scope of the work, aud is as fol­ 
lows : Notes on experimental work ; thorough 
application of remedies; quarantine; disin­ 
fection of return packsgea versus free pack­

I temized B ills.—The law says that all 
bills presented to the Board of Supervisors 
for payment must be properly itemized and 
dated. Heretofore bills have been presented 
to the Board iu total diregard of this rule, 
and they have in many instances been al­ 
lowed, as the officers have not desired to be 
too technical. Hereafter, however, no bills 
will be signed by the Chairman that do not 
come up to the reqniremeuts of the law, and 
if the itemizing and dating cf bills are not 
more strictly attended to, there will be a 
large number of claimants who wiil have 
their accounts thrown out at the next meet­ 
ing. The law also requires that all bills shall 
be filed with the Clerk one day prior to the 
meetiiig of the Board. This law was not 
complied with when the present Board took 
their seats, but after a large number of bills 
were laid over one month on account of not 
having been filed in time, there was no fur­ 
ther trouble. Claimants Rrowled a little and 
said tho Board was technical, but they had 
their bills filed the next month in due time, 
and since that there has been no further 
trouble ou that score. The present Board of 
Supervisors are endeavoring to act in strict 
accordance with the law. 
T he E nds or J ustice D efeated —A citi­ 
zen, in a card elsewhere, finds fault with the 
Superior Court in not properly disposing of a 
case where a prominent business man was 
convicted in the Police Court, took an ap­ 
peal to the higher Court, and his case was 
Dot afterwards heard of. This, of course, is 
a serious charge, and one which demands the 
attention of the proper officials. In this 
connection, howeve*, it can be stated that on 
the 18;h of May, 1882, A. J. Hardin, alias 
Cambio, and John Montgomery were ac­ 
cused of faro-dealing, tried in tho Police 
Court upon that charge and held to answer 
to the Superior Court, with bail fixed at 
$500. Since that time thosa cases have never 
been heard of. It would seem by an exam­ 
ination of the police records that many other 
cases, among which were persons convicted 
of keeping opium dens, etc., have been ap­ 
pealed similarly, and have since never seen 
the light of day. What has become of these 
cases or by what means they have been sup­ 
pressed is a profound mystery that needs an 
explanation. Would it not be well for the 
District Attorney to investigate these mat­ 
ters? 
T he B oard ok E qualization. — The 
Board of Equalization met in regular session 
at 10 a. m. yesterday, all the members pres­ 
ent. A. C. Sweetser, agent for several par­ 
ties, made application for several small 
reductions of the assessmeut on the real 
estate of non-residents. The same was taken 
under advisement. 
Mr. Bailey moved 
that the firm of Huntington, Hopkins & Co., 
Whittier, Fuller k Co. and Hale Bros., be 
cited to appear before the Board on Thurs­ 
day, July 19th. to show cause why tLeir as­ 
sessments should not be raised. The roll was 
called on the motion and carried by the fol­ 
lowing vote : Ayes—McLaagklic, Gottlieb, 
Bailey, Christy and Smith ; no, Blair. A. 
Menke and Daniel Flint, hop-raisers, were 
before the Board, and ask a redaction in 
vs'ustiou of hop land. 
The Assessor has 
valued the improvements on hop land at $100 
per acre. 
No E ncampment.—The Board of Officers 
of the First Artillery Regiment held a meet­ 
ing last evening, and resolved that the pro­ 
ject of holding an encampment this year 
shonld be abandoned, as sufficient funds 
could not be raised by subscription. About 
$2,000 was raised, but it would require at 
least another thousand to hold a successful 
encampment. A vote of thanks was tendered 
to the citizens who subscribed to the fund, 
both in Sacramento and Woodland, and to 
Mr. Watkins, who offered the regiment the 
free use of his grove near Woodland. 
R eopening ok Schools.—The next term 
of Mills Seminary—located near Oakland— 
will commence on August 1st. The Harmon 
Seminary, of Berkeley, a boarding- Bchool for 
young ladies, will reopen soon. Studies will 
be resumed at the Berkeley Gymnasium, a 
boarding-school for both Bexes, located at 
Berkeley, Alameda county, on next Tuesday. 
The Placervilie Academy, in El Dorado 
county, will reopen on August 22d. Each of 
the schools publish a card giving farther in­ 
formation this morning. 
B icycle M eet.—Captain R. R. Flint, 
Lieutenants E. B. Carroll and H. A. Mar­ 
vin, W. R. Stokes and A. P. Scheld, of the 
Sacramento Bicycle Club, will leave this af­ 
ternoon with their " machines ” for San 
Francisco, where to-morrow morning they 
will meet the San Francisco and Oakland 
clubs. Not less than seventy-five wheelmen 
will be in line. They will run to the Cliff 
House, Presidio and other points. This will 
be the largest meet ever held on the coast. 
A R ailroad H otel.—For some time there 
has been in contemplation the building of a 
second story to the railroad dining-rooms, to 
be fitted up into sleeping rooms. The addi­ 
tion is now a certainty, and yesterday the 
first five car loads of lumber for the work 
arrived. Work will commence soon, and 
wiil be completed this summer. Bernard 
Steinman will have charge of the rooms, 
which will be ten in number. They will be 
spacious and elegantly fitted up. 


THE COUNTY SCHOOLS, 
County Superintendent Bishop states con­ 
cerning the schools under hia charge that be 
has visited all the schools of the county, 
with three or four exceptions, during the 
school year ending Jaly 1st. In every school 
visited by him the pnpils have been examined 
and diplomas granted to all who have passed 
a successful examination, admitting them to 
a higher grade. He has also kept a record of 
the standing of every pupil in their respect­ 
ive studies, which is now on file in his office. 
He has awarded to one pupil iu each school 
that has ten or more scholars iu the first and 
second grades, a silver medal. This medal 
has not been awarded simply for the best 
scholarship, bnt to the one who was consid­ 
ered the most worthy in every respect; to 
the one who had iu the greatest degree ex 
hibited traits of gentility of manners, gen­ 
erosity, neatness and icdus’ry. In other 
words, the one who had attained nearest to 
what a boy or girl should be, these points being 
decided by a vote of the school. He says 
that it is with pride and pleasure that he 
bearB testimony to the faithfulness and effi­ 
ciency of the groat majority of the teachers 
iu the county. 
To speak in c ommendation of many schools 
would be, he says, but a simple act of justice 
which they well deserve, ye', in eonsidera- 
liou of the fact that this would ha regarded 
as a disparagement, if not censure, to those 
not mentioned, it was considered best to say 
to the teachers and scholars themselves what­ 
ever he had to say, either of their virtues or 
faults, than to parade them la the public 
prints. Ac earnest effort has hesn made to 
promote physical culture, as also morals and 
manners, and with gratifying results. To 
the young and less experienced teachers, the 
most approved methods of teaching havo 
been shown and adopted. The .Supura.tun 
dent expresses his hearty appreciation of tin 
cordial c (forts and co-operation of teachers 
aud school officers in aiding to promote the 
cause of education.

The following letter from Miss Mattie 
Powers, dated in Massachusetts, and written 
to the ¡Sacramento Pioneer Association, for 
the occasion of the Fourth of July gather­ 
ing, gives the impression made by the East 
upon a native Californian. She says ; 
During our journey across this continent of 
ours, especially as we sped over those cheer­ 
less and seemingly end ess plains of Ne­ 
braska and Wyoming, how often did we com­ 
pare the comfort, luxury and safety of our 
mcde of travel with the hardships and dan­ 
gers which our fathers were obliged to un­ 
dergo in their journeys to the Great West 
soma thirty-five years before. 
When, the trip to Boston having been 
pleasantly made, I came to visit several of 
these Eastern cities and towns, aud see the 
beautiful homes aud loving friends that so 
many left behind to join the ambitious 
throDg which so fearlessly pushed its way 
westward, braving the dangers of land aud 
sen to build up our glorious Golden State, I 
have felt as though I per/tonally owed some 
acknowledgment, however feeble, of the debt 
which sll of us “ Native Sons and Daughters 
of the Golden WeBt” owe to the “ Uid 
Boys"—the pioneer-, or, as Eastern people 
must be told to understand, the ’4'hrs, (Sev­ 
eral times I havo spoken of the Pi neer., 
and tho question has immediately been acted 
if by Pioneers 1 do not mean ’49ers ) 
When I compare the progress made in our 
State during its li‘e of scarce thirty-live 
years with that of Eastern communities f ur 
times its age, 1 reaii/,% a. I nevtr expected, 
the energy and capabilities of the people of 
California. I spent the last week of May in 
New Hampshire. The wildness aud beauty 
of the scenery reminded me of that of the 
foothills of the Sierres in California ; but the 
grain fields ! Why, one could almost count 
the spears of wheat, they grew so far apart. 
We were within ten miles of Mount Wash­ 
ington, bnt its summit was, at that time, 
covered with several feet of snow, and we 
were told that it was too cold to permit of a 
visit to that “ Pride of New Hampshire.” 
Last week I spc-nt in Philadelphia with 
Mr, and Mrs. Paschal Coggins, nee Lonard, 
formerly of Sacramento. 
During my visit with them I visited Inde­ 
pendence Hall, Carpenter's Hall, the Acad­ 
emy of Fine Arts, the School of DesigD, the 
State University, the Cen ennial Grounds 
and remaining buildings, Girard College, 
spent three different days in Fairmount 
Park, which is indeed beautiful, extending, 
as it ¡loes, six miles in length on both sided of 
the Schuylkill River, and being from two to 
ur miles wide. The natural forest tree3 are 
preserved just as they have s'o -d for scores of 
years, thus affording, to all intents and pur­ 
poses, a day in the country to any and all of 
the inhabitants of that crowded city at an 
expense of twelvo cents each for car fare. 
Twenty cents pays one’s fare upon a very 
small steamer for a delightful ride up the 
river to Wissafciokon, six miles distant and 
back.

The 
immense new City Buildings (as they call 
them)—in other words, the City Hall—built 
of white marble, is almost completed, and is 
iudeed a magnificent structure, and Philadel­ 
phia is justly proud of it.

Truckee Republican of the 11th says : About 
a week ago Porter Ashe, who is now eum- 
mering at Idlewild, narrowly escaped drown­ 
ing, and a few months ago be came near 
meeting his death in a railroad disaster in 
Southern California. Now news comes from 
Lake Tahoe that on Monday last be came 
very near losing his life in an encounter with 
a black bear about a mile back of McKin­ 
ney’s station. The Carson Appeal says that 
he was out on a jaunt with several youDg 
ladies from Idlewild, when Miss Crocker, 
who was about fifty yards ahead, was sud­ 
denly confronted by a young bear, which 
walked ont from behind a reck directly in 
front of her. The lady, with the nsual femi­ 
nine scream, rushed back, and Mr. Ashe 
drew a six-sbooter and tired ju=t as the hear 
was rushing upon the yousg lady. The ball 
only maddened the animal, and it sprang 
upon Mr. Ashe and Lore him to the ground. 
The young man wore a huntiDg-coat, and the 
bear fortunately fastened his teeth in this in­ 
stead of Mr, Ashe's neck. His right arm 
being free he pressed the muzzle of a British 
bull-dog against the animal's breast and got 
in five shots in rapid succession, causing him 
to release his hold and roll over. During 
this scene the woods resounded with the 
screams of the young ladies, and must have 
startled hunters for a radius of five miles. 
Mr. AHhe was but slightly injured, although 
somewhat overcome from nervouB excite­ 
ment. The bear was afterward taken to 
Idlewild and weighed 250 pounds. This is 
the first time a bear has been seen so near 
McKinney's for years. They eeem, however, 
to be coming down from the mountain 
toward the lake on account of the scarcity 
of water higher up. On Sunday three bears 
were Been together near the same place. 
They are getting rather too close for comfort. 
As a general rule, however, the bears iu that 
section will harm no one if let alone.

A Good M odel. 
I have lately been visiting a gentleman 
whom 1 should like to tell about. 
He lives 
on the b-nks of the Delaware river, not 
far from Trenton, New Jersey. 
_ 
It is very delightful to talk with this 
gentleman, and to s«e how well he id ac* 
quainted with the birds and the four foot­ 
ed animals of his district, all oí which are 
under his jealons protection. 
He hae half 
a dozen lit t le ‘‘ tracts ” within a mile of 
his house, each of which 13 tenanted by a 
partly diffsrent class of plants and ani­ 
mal", so that there is never any lack of 
variety in his studies. 
T.ie truth of this 
will not st em clear to you at first, perhaps, 
becauce you are accustomed to think that, 
in order to fiud any great diversity in out­ 
door life, you must search through great 
spaces of country. 
But my friend's larm 
wcuid 
fhow 
you 
that 
a great many 
little differences are ordinarily overlooked, 
which, when you come to know them, are 
seen to be real and important. 
And this 
can bo proven in one place about as well as 
in another. 
For instance, it is easy to divide the es­ 
tate 1 am speaking of into four districts, so 
far as natural history is concerned. 
First, 
there are the upland fields and house-gar- 
dens ; second, the steep hillside, grown 
dense with trees and tangled shrubbery ; 
next, the broad, treeless, lowland mead­ 
ows ; and lastly, the creek, with its still, 
shaded waters, marshy nooks and flowery 
banks. 
Now, while there are many trees, bushes 
and weeds that are common to all tuese 
fonr d is tric ts , it is equally true that each 
of the d is tr ic ts has a number of plants and 
animals that are not to be found in the 
others. 
You wonld not expect to get 
water-snakes, muskrats or any wading 
birds on the high fields behind the house, 
cor do the woodchucks, quails, and vesper- 
B parrow s <■: the hill-top go down among 
the sycamores by the creek. 
One quickly 
gets a hint here of the great fact that any 
species of animal or plant may be spread 
over a whole .state, or half the continent, 
yet, nevertheless, be found only on that 
kind of ground which is best suited to it. 
One of the first things a naturalist has to 
learn, therefore, in respect to an animal 
whose habits he wishes to study, is what 
sort of surroundings it loves, and he 
will be surprised, particularly in the case 
of the smaller creatures, to learn how care­ 
ful animals are in this matter, since upon 
it, as a rule, depends their food and safety. 
There are certain snails, 
for example, 
which my friend finds in one corner of his 
farm and never anywhere else, 
A pair of 
Bewick’s wrens have lived in his wagon- 
house for some years, bat they are the 
only pair in the whole county. 
It would 
be no use for him to look anywhere than 
on his bnsh-grown hill-side for the worm- 
eating warbler, the morning warbler, or 
the chat, though his gardens up above 
entice many other birds. 
Similarly, if the 
bird called the rail decides to make its 
home on his land, it will not settle along 
the creek, 
but in a marshy part of his 
meadows. 
I might mention a large num­ 
ber of these examples, 
but these will 
suffice. 
For more than twenty years my friend 
has been diligently studying this single 
square mile around his house. 
One would 
think be knew it pretty well by this time, 
and he does— better, I believe, than any 
other square mile is known in tho Uuited 
States. 
He can tell you, and has written 
down, a huudrcd things about our common 
animals which are real news ; yet be thinks 
that he has only begun, and is finding out 
something more 
every few days.—[St. 
Nicholas. 


MILSISG THREE TIMES 
A DAY. 


Meesrs. Muller and Jcnes, of Germany, 
have been making some quite extensive 
experiments in milking cows more tbsn 
the usual number of times a day. 
By 
milking three times a day a slight percent­ 
age of fat is seenred that would bs lost 
under other practice. 
In one experiment 
reported, if the butter were worth thirty 
cents a pound, the butter from the two 
m ilkings would be worth $14, and from 
the three milkings $18, according to the 
percentage of fat found to be secured by 
the extra milking. 
The question arises in 
this instance, is the extra money value 
seenred worth the labor expended in secur­ 
ing it? 
This will, of course, depend very 
much upon how the cows are kept. 
If 
they are at pasture, the trouble of driving 
them up and milking them, and driving 
them back again, isnotaltogetber measured 
by the labor expended, but the loss of the 
cows from pasture. 
Also the interruption 
of raen and women fro in their regular 
daily labor are serious matters on a farm 
where long distances separate the hands 
from the cattle. 
Then, agaiD, on the dairy- 
farms of this country the great bugbear is 
the want of good milkers. 
Few men can 
succeed in dairying who have to depend on 
hired help outside of their immediate fam­ 
ilies or connections. 
Men hate to milk, and 
women caDnot do it where large numbers 
of cows are to be handled in a reasonably 
short time. 
In the old country, where 
hands are numerous and to be had for tha 
asking, the burden of three milkings a day 
may be imposed without creating a riot, 
hut in this country it would not work. 
The chances also are that such frequent 
milkings would tend to dry- up the cows 
for the want of distention of tho udder. 
This of course applies to cows in the usual 
condition. 
When a cow is fresh and pro­ 
duces a yield that threatens the safety of 
the udder and that is evidently painful to 
the cow, it is well then to relieve the 
udder by one or two extra milkings a day, 
and even then it is scarcely worth while 
to draw the udder to the last strippings, 
bat it would be b etterp i take out just 
enough to relieve the uader from pain. 
Under the ordinary conditions of Ameri­ 
can farm life, we are quite sure that the 
extra per cent, of fat saved by one addi­ 
tional milking, in view of the inconveni­ 
ence attached to its performance, would 
not pay the dairyman to practice it. 
In 
view of its effect on the cow, we would be 
slow to recommend tho practice, even if it 
did pay.—[American Dairyman. 


V o r a c i o u s B i r d s . — Should any one pos­ 
sess a caged thrush, it will be as well to 
keep a separate cage for snail-eating, as the 
bird is so eager to break np the snail that 
he covers the cage with slime. 
A large 
stone should be put in this feeding-cage, 
and the bird will soon learn to pass into it 
when a enail is ready for him. 
The appe­ 
tite of the bird is wonderful. 
A thrush 
will eat at a meal the largest snail that 
England produces. 
If a man could eat as 
much in proportion, he would consume a 
whole round of beef for his dinner. 
The 
redbreast, again, is a most voracious bird. 
It has been calculated that to keep a red­ 
breast up to its normal weight an amount 
of animal food is required daily equal to an 
earth-worm fourteen feet in length. 
Tak­ 
ing a man of average weight and measuring 
bulk for bulk with the redbreast, I tried to 
calculate how much food he would consume 
in twenty-four hours, if he ate as much in 
proportion as the bird. Assuming a sausage 
nine inches in circumference to be a a fair 
equivalent of the earth-worm, I find that 
the man wonld have to eat sixty-seven feet 
of such sausage in every twenty-four hours. 
I mention this in order to illustrate the 
amount of work which is done by insect- 
eating birds. 
Here it must be remembered 
that even the hard-billed seed-eating birds 
are obliged to feed their yonng on insects 
until their beaks are sufficiently hardened 
to eat the seeds. 
And we must again no­ 
tice that the young of these birds are 
batched just at the tim e of year when the 
ci^vtructive insects are 
most plentiful,

A t the commencement of the present 
century Turkey carpets were rarities and lux­ 
uries in England but seldom to bo seen, and 
only to be met with in the houses of noble­ 
men or merchant princes connected with 
the Levant anil Oriental trades. 
W ithin 
the last few years the beauty, durability 
aud comfort of these carpets have been ap­ 
preciated, more particularly since what is 
known as the “ ¡esthetic craze” has set in, 
and aided by the “ fashion of the day” (for 
unless an article does become fashionable, 
no matter how intrinsically beautiful or 
good it may be, it does not get generally 
adopted) Oriental floor 
coverings of all 
sorts and sizes, from the cheap cotton India 
durrieaad the Kurd and Beiooehistan rugs, 
to the sumptucus Persian and Turkey car­ 
pets, have grown immensely in popular fa­ 
vor. 
The trade in theBe has rapidly and 
wonderfully increased, and the looms of 
Ouchack and Koulba, in Anatolia, a prov­ 
ince of Asiatic Turkey, find employment 
for many thousands of workmen and work­ 
women, to say nothing cf children, in pro­ 
ducing the large amount of these beautiful 
carpets to supply the markets of Western 
Europe and America. 
Tha home consump­ 
tion of Turkey carpets in Turkey itself aBd 
Egypt is very small in comparison to tho 
large quantities exported from Smyrna for 
the use of the Giaour nations of the West. 
England íb by far the largest customer, 
taking nearly six per cent, of the whole. 
N ext comes 
France, 
to which country 
about one fourth of the products of the 
Anatolian looms finds its way, and the re­ 
mainder is sent to the United States of 
America. 
Turkey carpets are always made in one 
single piece, and takes almost as many 
months to manufacture as the same quan­ 
tity in superficial extent of ordinary Brus­ 
sels or tapestry carpet, which are made by 
steam machinery, take days, and their du­ 
rability is in like proportion. 
W ho ever 
heard of a Turkey carpet bting worn out 
in one generation ? 
Persian carpets are 
fine texture and more costly, though we 
may be permitted to doubt whether any­ 
thing is woven nowadays in quite so elab­ 
orate a style as that described in the story 
of Scbemseloihar and the Persian Prince 
as forming the floor covering of the for­ 
mer’s palace. 
After a minute description 
of the beauties of the principal chamber, 
we are told that the carpet of this splendid 
salon was “ composed of a single piece of 
cloth of gold, upon which were woven 
bunches of ro3es in red and white silk." 
The valleys of Khorasean (the scene of 
many of the events in •* Lallah Rookh”), 
Kurdistan, Kesman and the district of Iran 
are now the chief places of manufacture, 
those from Kurdistan being esteemed the 
best. 
The Indian carpets are various in style 
and texture, and come from ali parts of 
that collection of countries and States 
classed together under the one word India. 
Cashmere, celebrated also for its unrivaled 
shawls ; Afghanistan and the Punjaub on 
the extreme north ; Scinde and the Be- 
loochietan on the north and w e st; and all the 
countries of Central India, including the 
dominions of the Misam and the districts 
of the Malabar coast, each produce their 
specialities in carpets, 
llugs is the more 
correct term, for unlike the productions of 
Persia and Turkey, which are made as 
large as thirty feet square, they are com­ 
paratively small size. 
It may be remembered that the en­ 
chanted carpet purchased at Bishagar by 
Prince Houssain for forty parses is men­ 
tioned as being “ about six feet square," 
on which the three brothers are described 
as sitting together when they were trans­ 
ported to their father’s palace. 
The use of 
these rug-sized carpets is now beoemine 
very general, and few houses are to be 
found, possessing any pretensions to com­ 
fort, where one or more of these Oriental 
floor coverings are not to be met w ith in 
hall, library or bed-room.—[Building and 
Engineering Times.

H. C. Harvey mention* the ease of a 
cat that has become quite blind from cata­ 
ract, hut is still able to <lo mousing and to 
make journeys from and to home. 
Beet-root .sugar is now admitted to be 
quite distinct from eane sugar. Its sweet­ 
ening powtr is thirty per cent, lower at 
least, but its polarizing power is greater. 
Crude honey has been found to keep far 
better than the clarified kind, but the ad­ 
dition of about one per cent, of oxalic acid 
will do no harm to the honey, but will im­ 
prove it. 
I’astenr has studied the pn-.u-no-cnter- 
Ites of pigs, which has carried off last year 
In th« Valiev of the Rhone alone more than 
20,000 ewin». Lie tract s the affection to 
trncrobia. 
A Polish newspaper .'ays that a rich land 
proprietor who i.i living in Plotzls has ap- 
{ 
ffied to the Government for pormiosiou to 
>uild a railroad between that place and the 
fortress of Novogeorgievsk—a capita! name 
for a terminus. 
A writer in the Cotmot L a H onda pro­ 
poses to dissolve zino in hydrochloric acid, 
to sell the hydrogen gaa f^r íilüng balloonB, 
and to utilize the zinc chloride as a disin­ 
fectant. The article hardly appears to be 
a serious one. 
Thie is some of the uses to which the 
Russians put their soldiers : The Jabinak 
I’aiel U diroad has been constructed by one 
corps. It is about 120 intlcs long, lias nine 
bridges, cost the G >verment a little more 
than $15.000 a mile, and was finished in 
five months. By the middle of this month 
the Trans Caspian Krasnovodsk will be fin­ 
ished as far as Arvat. 
To coat iron with zinc a very fine coat­ 
ing is made of the powder of the latter 
metal, which is mixed with oil and sicca­ 
tive and applied to the iron by means ot an 
ordinary brush. In many eases oDe coat 
will do. Both the effects of air and water 
are kept away by two coats. The zinc 
coating gives the iron a steely appearance, 
which does not interefere with subsequent 
painting. 
An indorsing ink which does not dry 
quickly on the pad and is quickiy taken by 
the papsr is thus made : Aniline color in 
solid form, 16 parts ; boiling distilled wa­ 
ter, 80 parts ; glycerine 7 parts, and syrup 
3 parts. Tim color is dissolved in hot wa­ 
ter and the other ingredients are added 
while water is being agitated. Tois indors­ 
ing ink is said to acquire its good quality 
from the additiou of the syrup. 
A telegraph line has lately been estab- 
.shed between Shanghai and Tientsin. It 
is now to be extended to Bekin, as the 
prejudice has been removed. Telegrams 
are to be forwarded either in French or in 
English. Yet there is a strict scrutiny to 
be kept by two mandarins. The duty of 
these officials wiil be to sea to it that no 
messages will pass over the wires by which 
the State would bs endangered. 
For a useful lime wash for wood and 
stone this is the proposed preparation: 
Twenty liters of quicklime are slaked in a 
suitable vessel. One gramme of sulphate 
of zinc and .5 gramme of common salt are 
added. The latter causes the litne to dry 
without making any cracks. A very beau­ 
tiful fawn color is produced by adding to 
the mixture .5 grammes of yellow oobre, or 
if a stone color is desired or preferred 2 
grammes of umber and 1 of lamp-black may 
be substituted. A common brush may be 
used in applying the wash. 
An artificial leather, says the Engineer- 
mg, mixed with from five to ten per cent, 
of sinew- and pressed into sheeta like or­ 
dinary leather card-board, has been re­ 
cently mads in Germany. Both materials 
are made separately. The leather pieces 
are washed, cut, boiled in alkaline lye, 
torn, neutralized with hydrochloric acid, 
aud finally carefuily washed once more to 
remove all traces of acid. The smews are 
treated similarly, but steamed in an acid 
bath until they are like glue. When thus 
prepared tbs materials are mixed, pressed 
into sheets, moistened on both sides with a 
concentrated solution of alum, aud the up­ 
per surfaoe is at last given a thin coat of 
caoutchouc in solution with carbon bisul­ 
phide.

$1,300 000 from the production of 1881, 
hut the Stats has maintained the second 
place in the list of gold aud silver-produc­ 
ing States and Territories. Sixty-eight 
mine! in 14 counties are reported to hsve 
levied 121 assessment?, and called upon the 
stockholders for $1,547.467, as again** 
$2,237 850 m 1881. Tne total production 
of th< State is estimated at 817,645.000, 
of which $10.800,000 is gold, and $845.000 
silver. Thie was produced by the several 
counties approximately as follows :

Director Burchard says : This estimate 
of the gold product of California in 18S2 
is nearly $1,500,000 higher than the esti­ 
mate of the statisticians of the Pacific 
eoast; but after a careful revision of the 
reports from mines and districts, and of the 
statements of the amount and sources of 
the gold received at the San Francisco and 
Carson Mints, I am constrained to adhere 
to the figures I have given. 
The value of the gold coined at these 
Mints during the year wa< $29 929 525, of 
which $2,441,956 was gold bullion belong­ 
ing to the Government in those Mints at 
the beginning of the year in excess of the 
amount at the close, leaving $27,487,559 
coined from bnllion deposited do ijg the 
year. 
Of the latter, $26,431 was United States 
gold co n, old plate, jewelry, etc., aud 
$4,504,0u4 foreign gold coin and bullion. 
Assuming that all of the foreign gold coin 
and bullion imported during the year at 
San Francisco, amounting to $4,74S, 766, 
came to the MintB and was also made into 
coin, there would remain $22,712,306 gold 
of domestic production used in the coinage, 
which must hare been deposited at 
the San Francisco and Carson Mints 
from the States aud Territories sending 
their bullion to those Mints. 
From 
the Mint records and the reports from 
private refiners, it appears that all of the 
domestic bullion received at San Francisco 
and Carrón, except $S0,776, came from the 
Pacific States an! Territories, i. e., Cali­ 
fornia, Nevada, Oregon, Alaska, Arizona, 
Idaho and W athingtou, and that these 
States and Territories sent to the Atlantic 
coast also gold bullion to the amount of 
$612,524. 
It is evident, therefore, that 
the production of the Pacific States and 
Territories should equal the gold bullion 
used in ooinage that must have been re­ 
ceived from them—$22,630,540—and the 
amount they sent to the Atlantic seaboard 
—$612,524—a total of $23,34.",064. Their 
total production, as estimated in the gen­ 
eral fable, is plaeed at $22,570,000, show­ 
ing, if the official reports are to be relied 
upon, that more than one-half million dol­ 
lars of gold bullion was delivered at San 
Francisco and Caraca from the Territories 
bordering upon the Pacific States and 
Territories ; or that the total production of 
the latter during the year must have been 
greater, rather than Ies3, than the amount 
I have credited to them.

HISTORICAL COLLECTION OP SHOE8. 


A singular addition has been made to the 
Ciuny Museum. I t waB the curious fashion 
of the great engraver, Jacquenard, to col­ 
lect the boots and shoes of all times and 
countries, and in gratifying this special 
taste be was at once both connoissenr and 
artist. 
He knew the actual value of these 
curiosities, and he also knew how useful 
they would be to artiste whose subjects 
were taken from earlier periods in history. 
W hen a man has perfected his collection, 
but two conrees are open to him—to break it 
up or leave it to the nation. 
Jules .Jacque­ 
nard did the latter, and the gallery just 
opened at the Cluny Museum is without a 
rival in its completeness and in its interest. 
The heavy top-boots and leggings of the 
warriors of the middle ages are here, evi­ 
dencing “ abundance of grease arid absence 
of Day & M artin,” which Carlyle so insist­ 
ed on as a characteristic of Frederick the 
Great’s war costume. 
Other cases are full 
of little elippers and high-heeled shoes of 
the beauties of the eighteenth century. 
From this collection it would seem that the 
lady’s boot, as it was worn a few years ago, 
buttoning up a few inches above the ankle, 
and, in effect acting as a kind of bandage 
round the lower part of the foot, was not 
very popular, and that, whether from mo­ 
tive of vanity or hygiene the district round 
the ankle was allowed the advantage of 
free circulation. 
We have latterly revert­ 
ed to this excellent fashion, but if some 
collectors were in a hundred years to pre­ 
sent our South Kensington Museum with a 
collection of English shoes of the nine­ 
teenth century, it would be found that 
heels are still in antagonism to health as 
they were in the eighteenth,—[Pall Mall 
Gazette. 


O r ig in o f S t a t e F a ir s . — The present 
system of fairs and. cattle shows originated 
with Eikanah W atsin, an Albany mer­ 
chant, abont 1S10. His application to Bos­ 
ton for guarantee funds was met by ex­ 
President Adams with a terse rebuff: 
“ Yon will get no aid from Boston. 
Com­ 
merce, literature, theology, medicine, the 
university and university politics are all 
against yon.” Nevertheless the more liberal 
Legislature of New York in 1819 appropri­ 
ated $10,000 a year for six years, to be di­ 
vided among its counties for the encour­ 
agement of agriculture and manufactnres. 
In ISIS, several months before the passage 
of this Act, several of the prominent citi­ 
zens of W ashington county met in the 
Court-house at Sandy Hill and organized a 
County Agricultural Society. 
The first re­ 
corded fair was held at Salem in 1822, with 
entries for premiums, a plowing match, 
“ plowmen in white frocks,” and an ad­ 
dress delivered in the church. 
Fairs on a 
less scale had been held every year before 
this in Argyle, Greenwich, Hebron, Gran­ 
ville, W hitehall and Kingsbury, 
The 
prizes were small and the rewards scanty, 
The whole awards numbered scarcely 100,
